8 tips for surviving the 
daylight saving time shift §

Wake up, sleepyhead! 

This weekend is the beginning of daylight 
saving time, you know, the first part in “spring 
forward, fall back.” So that means we lose 
an hour of dreamy weekend slumber when 
clocks are set to jump forward an hour early 
Sunday morning. And that can be problem- 
atic for many. 

“Some people have difficulty adapting 
to the one-hour change,” said Dr. Clete A. 
Kushida, medical director of the Stanford 
Sleep Medicine Center in California. “Sleep 
deprivation can affect attention and vigilance, 
learning and memory.” 

It can also affect your health. Dr. Alon Yo- 
sefian Avidan, director of the UCLA Sleep 
Disorders Center, said “recent data shows 
that the rate of heart attacks spike during 
the immediate Monday after daylight saving 
time.” Car accidents and injuries can increase 
as well, he added. 

Here are their eight tips for navigating the 
time changes that come twice a year: 


1. Anticipate the shift. Try going to bed ear- 
lier for one to two nights ahead of the time 


change. 


2. Load up on zzzzs. You don’t want to be 


sleep-deprived ahead of these time shifts. 
Getting seven to eight hours of sound sleep 
a night ahead of the change will make for a 


smooth transition. 


3. Skip the alcohol and caffeine. These sub- 
stances will just lead to fragmented sleep. 


4. Use sunlight to your advantage. Pull back 
the curtains and get lots of sunshine in the 
morning, and you’re more likely to feel alert 
during the day and sleepy by nightfall. 


5. Conversely, limit bright light exposure at 
night. Why? It will disrupt your sleep. This 
means no computers, T'V and tablets at least 
two hours before bedtime. 


6. Avoid long naps. A brief power nap is OK. 
But anything longer will disrupt your sleep 
and delay the transition to the new time 
schedule. 


7. Make your bedroom a haven for sleep. 
Keep your bedroom dark, quiet, well-ventilat- 
ed and at a comfortable, slightly cooler tem- 
perature throughout the night. 


8. Create a relaxing bedtime routine. Read a 
relaxing book; listen to soothing music.

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Bill would exempt tampons, 
similar items from sales tax

Illinois lawmakers on Wednesday advanced a 
measure to exempt feminine hygiene and in- 
continence products from the state sales tax, 
joining a national movement to remove what 
women say is a discriminatory tax. 

The Senate Revenue Committee forwarded 
the bill to the full chamber for consideration. 
No official vote was taken, but one Republi- 
can lawmaker suggested it might be possible 
to change the tax code instead of passing a law. 

Grayslake Democratic Sen. Melinda Bush, 
the bill’s sponsor, said tampons and other 
feminine hygiene products are not a luxury 
but a necessity. 

Five states — Pennsylvania, Minnesota, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts and Maryland—have al- 
ready eliminated the tax on tampons. Califor- 
nia and Utah have considered similar plans this 
year, and other states don’t tax pregnancy tests, 
disposable heating pads or incontinence pads. 

Canada eliminated the tax last summer. Pe- 
titions in Australia and the United Kingdom 
call for cutting the tax as well. 


Bush said the so called “pink tax” on hy- 
giene items and other women’s products is 
an example of inequity. She said supporters 
of her plan include Planned Parenthood and 
McHenry County Citizens for Choice. 

The average statewide sales taxes on the 
products are about 6.25 percent but can be 
as high as 10.25 percent in Chicago through 
a combination of state, city and county taxes. 
Illinois Senate Democrats said under Bush’s 
proposal, Illinois taxpayers who buy feminine 
hygiene and incontinence products could see 
a $14.7 million sales tax reduction. 

In Utah, an all-male committee of lawmak- 
ers voted to keep the sales tax on feminine 
hygiene products in February, justifying their 
vote by saying it was an effort to keep their 
state’s tax system predictable. 

Of the 12 members on the Illinois com- 
mittee that heard Bush’s plan, seven are men. 
She said the gender of the members shouldn't 
pose a problem for getting her plan approved. 

“Most men have women in their lives. 
I would hope they would understand,” she said.

“to Cloverfield 
Lane,” a movie most 
people (including 
me) didn’t know 
existed until its ad 
ran during the Super 
Bowl, seems like the 
kind of movie that 
could come out of 
nowhere and blow 
your mind. 

It won't. But it is 
the kind of movie 
that makes you ask, 
“Why don’t all sequels take chances like 
this?” and “Yeah, why isn’t Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead a bigger star?” 

The actress (“Scott 
Pilgrim vs. the World,” “A 
Good Day to Die Hard”) 
plays Michelle, who’s flee- 
ing her relationship when a 
car slams into hers and she 
wakes up with an IV in her 
arm and a handcuff con- 
necting her leg to a pipe. 
(Side note: I Googled “leg 
cuff” and the first result 
was “Leg Cuff Deer Drag 
System.” I didn’t like that.) 
Is she living her own version of “Saw”? Or 
“Room”? No. Her paranoid captor, Howard 
(John Goodman with flickers of Walter’s 
short fuse in “The Big Lebowski”), says that 
he saved her after the crash and now wants 
to help keep her alive in his well-appointed 
bunker, safe underground from what he says 
is an attack outside that killed everyone and

left the air contaminated. Commence an 
internal “Would you rather?” game of large, 
creepy man who may be a kidnapper vs. po- 
tentially deadly radiation. Keep in mind that 
there’s also a random, seemingly nice dude 
there named Emmett (John Gallagher Jr. 

of “Short Term 12”), and Howard has board 
games and “Cannibal Airlines” on VHS. 

If you saw or even remember the existence 
of 2008's impressive, urgent tale of Millenni- 
als against the monster in “Cloverfield,” you 
probably can guess where “to Cloverfield 
Lane” goes, though you'll get it partially 
wrong. First-time feature director Dan 
Trachtenberg and his trio of writers (one of 
whom is Damien Chazelle of “Whiplash,” 
assumedly brought in to punch things up) 
struggle to balance uneasy 
and darkly humorous tones 
and keep the pace; the dual 
uncertainty of what’s hap- 
pening inside and outside 
does more to cancel out 
mind games than set curios- 
ity ablaze. This is a movie 
about fear that’s not scary or 
surprising enough. 

Winstead makes a great 
badass, though, lacing vulner- 
ability through Michelle 
without compromising strength. And it’s 
nice to see the follow-up to a hit do some- 
thing other than just repeat the first movie. 
But the psychologically transparent, sporadi- 
cally tense “to Cloverfield Lane” unfolds 
with too many easy outs and neatly wrapped 
lessons, as if unimaginable, high-anxiety situ- 
ations come with convenient escape plans.

Times characters

Significant stars who are involved and have 
minimal lines and/or don’t even have their 
face on camera: 

Obviously, this is nothing new for writer- 
director Terrence Malick (“The Tree of 
Life,” “To the Wonder”), who films a ton of 
footage of people doing hardly anything and 
cuts it together with nature and pretends 
he’s accomplished something. He’s one of 
the most, if not the most, overrated film- 
makers of all time, and with “Knight of 
Cups” he maintains his 
incessant use of voiceover 
and telling instead of 
showing while furthering 
his disturbing obsession 
with beautiful women 
frolicking and men being 
totally detached from 
any consideration of the 
women’s feelings. Except 
it’s not a statement being made so much as 
a total omission of depth—Rick (Christian 
Bale), suffering the great tragedy of being a 
successful, handsome, low-stress L.A. writer 
who sleeps with a revolving door of gorgeous 
women (Natalie Portman, Teresa Palmer, 
Freida Pinto, Imogen Poots) drawn to him 
for unidentified reasons, meets them, they 
become a part of his life, and they disappear.

All Malick has to say about this is the 
suggestion—and again, this is only presented 
through a male perspective —that those who 
follow their dreams of Hollywood fame and 
fortune and then get them consequently 
struggle not to keep dreaming and ruining 
what they have in reality. To really engage 
that idea, though, Malick would have to 
write, you know, dialogue and drama and 
characters and actual movies. He insists on 
presenting himself as a poet, as if it’s mind- 
blowing that mountains and the ocean are 
pretty and people aspire to the same power 
and calm possessed by inanimate objects. 

But the way Malick (and his unnecessary, 
pretentious on-screen chapter titles) roman- 
ticizes that which isn’t human while broadly, 
pointlessly criticizing aspects of suggested 
human weakness completely separates from 
the emotional spectrum he should engage. 
He’s still fixated on parents and kids, but 
without anything more 
concrete than fleeting 
memories meant to be 
powerful because they’re 
vague. Speaking of mini- 
mal contributions: Famil- 
iar folks like Joe Mangani- 
ello, Nick Kroll, Thomas 
Lennon and Joe Lo Truglio 
pop up for a line or two. 
You hear Nick Offerman and Dane De- 
Haan and never see their faces. Malick’s big, 
narrow statement about Hollywood is the 
blurred line between real and fake, and ina 
conversation here or there, where it’s briefly 
unclear if this is a movie within a movie or 
people actually speaking for themselves, that 
works. Otherwise, you want to shake him 
and say a big fat “Duh.”

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8S other soul and R&B acts yeu should know

hen you think of soul music, it’s easy 
to imagine someone in the 1950s and 
60s dressed to the nines and crooning over 
a vintage microphone. Leon Bridges, one of 
2015's biggest and most deserved breakout suc- 
cesses, certainly interprets the genre this way. 
He’s such a detail-oriented student of the mu- 
sic he’s basically an Instagram filter away from 
being a facsimile of Sam Cooke. He’s a conduit 


of classic soul and gospel for the 21st century. 
Though Bridges, the Fort Worth, Texas, native 
who’s playing Chicago Theatre on Friday, has a dis- 
tinctly retro-leaning take on soul and R&B, other 
contemporary artists are stretching its musical 
boundaries. While Adele, The Weeknd and Miguel 
may be obvious examples of how artists can be for- 
ward-thinking and also reverent of artists before 
them, this new crop of acts is just as exciting, if not 
more. In anticipation of Bridges’ return to Chicago, 
let’s take a look at the best examples of the former 
RedEye cover star’s peers.

Out of the acts listed, Curtis Harding’s music 
probably comes closest to Bridges’ revival- 
ist soul. That said, Harding gives the genre 
much more of a rocking flavor. Like a not- 
dumbed-down version of latter-day Black 
Keys, Harding’s songs are going to blow up 
once they get more ears on’em. It’s not a 
question of if, it’s a question of when. 


Lianne La Havas isn’t exactly new on the 
scene, but she sure is underappreciated 
considering her talent. Her last album, 
2015's “Blood,” thrived on lovelorn ballads 
and her emotional delivery. If you like your 
soul understated and backed by an acoustic 
guitar, this is the artist for you. 


My favorite song from rising R&B power- 
house Daniel Caesar pretty much flows by 
with two chords leading the charge. The 
track, “Death and Taxes,” is more than five 
minutes long, and that lack of variation 
could spell disaster for a lesser artist. Not 
so with Caesar, whose crystalline croon not 
only carries the song but also elevates it to 
something special. 


Pretty much as close to a sure bet for 
Lollapalooza as you can get before lineup 
announcement (the band is due for another 
Chicago stop and is making the festival 
rounds), Nathaniel Rateliff and the Night 
Sweats is one of last year’s most welcome 
Cinderella stories. Even though Rateliff had 
one of the best folk albums of the past de- 
cade in 2010's “In Memory of Loss,” he con- 
sidered quitting music due to lagging sales. 
So the Denver musician did what anyone 
would do and started a raucous soul band. 
With the group's hit single “S.O.B.” being 

a ubiquitous presence on rock radio and 
soul-stirring late night show performances, 
Rateliff, whose album is out on the historic 
soul label Stax, is finally getting the atten- 
tion he deserves. 


Hailing from Chicago, 17-year-old singer 
Ravyn Lenae is a part of the city’s ris- 

ing Zero Fatigue collective with producer 
Monte Booker and rapper Smino. Coming 
off the fall release of her incredible Booker- 
produced mixtape, “Moon Shoes,” the sky’s 
the limit for this young vocalist—who might

be making the most interesting R&B in the 
city right now. 


Mentioning that Gallant has toured and col- 
laborated with Sufjan Stevens isn’t likely to 
convince anyone that he’s an excellent soul 
singer, but listen to his version of “Carrie 
and Lowell” highlight “Blue Bucket of Gold” 
and realize what I’m talking about. 


Yeah, | know I’ve covered Eryn Allen Kane 
a bunch in the past few months (she was 
featured on the cover of RedEye in early 
February, and her excellent EP “Aviary: Act 
Il’ got 3.5 stars) so I’m not going to say 
much more other than the girl is the best. 


When | wrote RedEye's Top 20 albums of 
2015 list, the hardest decision | made was 
omitting The Internet’s excellent full-length 
“Ego Death.”

While I’ve never attended SXSW, one of 
my favorite yearly traditions is checking out 
the Hideout’s send-off show for local bands 
playing the festival. It’s an all-day bash, and 
proceeds from the concert go toward all the 
acts’ upcoming tour expenses as they navigate 
the weeklong conference for tech and music 
in Austin, Texas. So not only is it a fun way 
to hear an excellent showcase (while being 
cheaper and less exhausting than traveling to 
the fest), it’s also a great way to directly sup- 
port the community’s most exciting musical 
acts. 

Speaking of exciting, the 2016 bill is one of 
the event’s all-time best, with RedEye favorites 
Whitney (featuring former members of Smith 
Westerns and Unknown Mortal Orchestra, 
9 p.m.) and rowdy roots guy Al Scorch G p.m.) 
leading the pack of rising newcomers and sto- 
ried veterans. Joining those two are Nashville’s 
Lionlimb (who have one of my personal favor- 
ite records this year, 7 p.m.), Chicago country- 
punks Waco Brothers (5 p.m.), KO (4 p.m), 
Absolutely Not Go p.m.), Matchess (6 p.m.) 
and Crown Larks (8 p.m.). Tickets are $10 at 
the door, and since the show starts at 3 p.m. 
sharp, the Hideout has conveniently listed all 
the set times on its website. 


I’m not going to SXSW, but if you are, here are 
some handy local recommendations to fill out 
the gaps in your packed showcase schedule. 
Like every year, Chicago’s well-represented 
by many acts heading to Austin, Texas, to 
catch the ears of fans and industry lackeys.
